to give the message a thorough perusal. It 
is impossible far every oue interested in 
the progress of the Stale and in the wellaie 
of our Institutions, to get possession of all 
the puolic documents touching upon Wis­ 
consin matters, or even if they had them, 
to read them carefully, and for that season 
the message ol Governor Smith p leases an 
important value*. 
The message c m um s some very wise 
suggestions regarding the care of depend­ 
ent children. 
lie says there are in the 
Industrial School for Boys at Waukesha, 
<4about one hundri d inmates scot thither, 
not because they haye committed crimes, 
or are incorrigible, but solely because they 
haye nu hi mica, aud there is no place for 
them at tile poor houses. ’ lie says that it 
is not the beat policy to send such children 
at an institution ut that character, that the 
true place for them is iu families.

I think 
it safe to say, therefore, that the value ot 
all property in the State of Wisconsin to 
day, exceeds u thousand millions ol dollars, 
and it id quite probable that tbe property 
not by Jaw exempt lrom assessment^ moue is 
lo that sum. 
The public indebtedness is, therefore, but 
a trifid more than one per cent, ot the 
uctual value of the property which con­ 
tributes to its payment, Instead of two aud 
seven-tenths per cent., as might be inferred, 
it tbe distinction 
between actual and 
assessed valuations, was not conatantiy 
kept in mind. It is important that the 
tacts in regard to such matters, snould be 
Known by the people, no less than by leg­ 
islators, that we may deceive neither our­ 
selves nor others. 
The influence of the public belied is an 
important factor rn the science ct govern­ 
ment. 
When taxes are levied at tne rate 
of three to five per cent, there is au appear­ 
ance of extortion which 
enables the 
demagogue 
to 
incite uneasiness 
and 
dissatisfaction : whereas, if property was 
assessed at its truo value, the rate of 
taxation would be so much decreased that 
it would be impossible to arouse so much 
of unfounded suspicion in regard to the 
administration of public affairs in the sev­ 
eral spheres of government from the school 
district to the State. 
It we continually 
assert and hear asserted that we are poor, 
that taxes are burdensome, that Hie times 
arc dull and hard, it is the inevitable law 
that we snail come to 'think so, without 
regard to tacts or reason.

Hid the assessment been at actual value 
the rate of .taxation would not have ex­ 
ceeded one per cent, and the direct Bute 
tax, whicn is lees than one-twcifih of the 
total tax, would have been less than nine- 
tenths of a mill to the dollar. 
The entire State tax, direct and indirect, 
far the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1878, represented by the receipts into the 
general lund, amounts to $1,120,837.81, and 
it levied upon the taxable property of tbe 
State would amount to one aud one-tenth 
mills upon the dollar, or about one-tenth 
of the total tax paid by the people. 
The 
amount is $79,000 less than was received 
the year before, which, with the large 
deficiency existing in the general fund 
January I, 1878, aud tho expenses ot the 
publication of the revised statutes, ac­ 
counts in part for the increase in the State 
tax now being collected. It is confidently 
expected that this tax will pay all the ex­ 
penditures cl the year 1879 and in addi­ 
tion very materially reduce, ii it does not 
entirely extinguish, the deficiency la the 
gene a1 fund which has appeared on each 
first day of January for several years last 
past.

He [estimates the expenditures for the 
same period at 
$927,128 30, including 
$41,310 20, the proceeds of one-tenth of a 
mill tax for the State University, which 
was omitted from the estimates, but is in­ 
cluded in the tax levy tor 1879. 
These estimates are doubtless as correct 
as it is possible to make them. 
The 
amounts to be received from other sources 
than the direct Statu tax may exceed or 
fall short of tbe estimates, dependlug very 
largely upoa the character of tho crops 
aud the general condition of the country. 
Iu my judgment they are more likely to 
exceed than fall below the {Secretary's es­ 
timates, and therefore, unless extraordt 
nary appropriations are made during the 
present session, the levy of a {State tax of 
$248,000 in addition to taxes Dow author­ 
ized by law, will be ample for all purposes. 
My views upon the subject of appropria­ 
tions are well known, aud it is unnecessary 
to elaborate them at this time. 
The peo­ 
ple of Wisconsin are both able and willing to 
pay all taxes levied for necessary and legit­ 
imate purposes, but they insist that the 


same rules of prudence and economy shall 
be observed io public affairs that the wise 
men use in the conduct of private affairs. 


EDUCATION. 
The reports of the State Superintendent 
and of the Boards of Regents of the Uni­ 
versity and Normal Schools will be laid be­ 
fore you io due time, giving full informa­ 
tion as to the progress and present condi­ 
tion of our public educational system—the 
report of the Regents of the Uniyersity 
being accompanied by an able and inter­ 
esting report by Professor W. W. Daniells, 
concerning the tornadoes of last May. 
It does not need that I should commend 
these reports to your most earnest and 
careful consideration. W hether viewed in 
regard to their transcendant importance or 
their immense cost, the schools of Wiscon­ 
sin justly occupy a most prominent posi­ 
tion in public affairs. In addition to the 
amounts realized from the trust funds, and 
the amount paid for tuition, text-books and 
other school expenses, tbe sum of $2,061,- 
702, or more thaa one-fourth of all the 
money raised by taxation for all purposes, 
goes to their support. 
I believe that our University, Normal 
schools, and the public schools proper, as 
well as the universities, colleges, academies 
and the many other excellent private 
schools not supported by the State, are 
Improving from year to year, that they 
were never la better condition, or doing 
more effective work than now. I would 
not have their capacity tor usefulness in 
the least decreased. On the contrary, I 
hope to see it enlarged; but that it may bo 
so, and our present system retain the pub­ 
lic confidence, it is indispensable that 
econom y ana wisdom should characterize 
a'l expenditures. 
I sincerely hope that the text-bo)k com­ 
mission, appointed by the last Legislature, 
may be able to present for your considera­ 
tion some feasible plan for securing a 
uniformity in textbooks throughout tho 
fctate, and greatly reducing their co st; aud 
that you will be able to afford the people 
very material relief in this direction. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


The Managers of the school for boys, at 
Waukesha, report the whole numbur ot 
boys in attendance during the year to have 
been 527, the average attendance 380, and 
the number present at the close of the 
fiscal year 419. The expenditures for the 
year amount to $48,721.45. 
The expenses 
of the current year are estimated at $ 15,- 


but little better than travesties upon justice 
and do not tend to beget respect for the 
law on the part of the offender or any one 
else. Tho opposite extreme is sometimes 
reached, and sentences are made too severe. 
Many of these cases come before the Gov­ 
ernor on applications for pardon, which it 
is difficult to deny, notwithstanding it is 
well known that every pardon granted in 
such cases, tends to weaken the public 
confidence in law and its judicial adminis­ 
tration. 
The inequality of sentences is 
another 
most 
serious 
evil, 
to 
which 
attention 
has 
frequently 
been 
called, and 
which should 
not 
be longer overlooked.II ask your attention 
to the tables on pages GI and 62 of the 
prison report, setting forth the actual re­ 
sults of tbe law as it now is- 
A system under which such errors and 
injustice are possible, though hallowed by 
the practice of centuries, ought not to be 
continued. Wisconsin may better lead 
than follow in this matter of prison reform. 
The substitutions of indeterminate for fixed 
sentences has been successfully tried, and 
is approved by those who have given the 
subject.’most thought, and have had oppor­ 
tunity tor widest observation. 


BENEVOLENT INSTITUTIONS. 


The report of the trustees of the Soldiers* 
Orphans’ Home shows that rn persuance 
of the provisions of chapter 73 ot the laws 
of 1874, there has been paid for bounties to 
tbe mothers or other legal guardians of the 
former inmates of the Home, and for ex­ 
penses connected with tbe administration 
of this trust, and the distribution of the 
Ward and Smith fund, the sum of $1,599- 
24, leaving a balance of 
$333.37 in the 
hands of tho treasurer, September 36,1878. 
The names of twenty children still remain 
upon the rolls entitled to bounty during 
the current year, and it is estimated that 
the sum of $909, in addition to the amount 
on hand, will bs required to meet these 
demands. 
Inadvertently the whole law relating to 
this subject was repealed by the revision of 
the statutes, a > that there is now no board 
of trustees, orjother body, or officer,author- j 
ized to carry out the provisions of the law 
of 18 
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tors. To the list of institutions of this char­ 
acter heretofore existing, there has re­ 
cently been added, in Milwaukee, a school 
designed especially for teaching deaf mutes 
to speak. Tho success already attained is 
very satisfactory to its founders, and gives 
promise of great usefulness. 


STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES AND REFORM. 
The report of this board is not yet in 
print, and I have not been able to read it 
in manuscript. I have, however, been more 
or less conversant with the labors of the 
board for several years, and am tally per­ 
suaded that it is accomplishing great good 
throughout the State. 


STATE BOARD OF BLAUTH. 
Investigations prosecuted by the several 
boards ot health in this and adjoining 
States, seem to prove that nearly twenty- 
fiye per cent, of the deaths occurring an­ 
nually, are from preventable causes, 
The 
Blate Board of Health in Wisconsin is 
working with most commendable zeal in 
investigating the causes of disease in this 
State, and by circulars and communica­ 
tions to the press, as well as in its annual 
reports, is pointing out the dangers, and 
endeayoring to teach the people bow to 
shun them. Whatever encouragement or 
help can be given by the legislature, should 
not be withheld. 
GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 
The Chief Geologist informs me that the 
work of the geological survey, in the field, 
the laboratory and study, has been dili­ 
gently prosecuted during the past year, 
that it is now in an advanced condition, 
and may be closed in accordance with the 
provisions of the law authorizing it. He 
dads the work growing and expanding in 
b’s hands, and seems to think more time 
and money might profitably be spent in 
perfecting the suryey. About one-half of 
the second ♦yolume of the final report, 
which will be known as Volume IU, is now 
stereotyped, and the completed volume 
will be ready for distribution iu jh e spring, 
‘f no further work should be authorized, it 
is expected that at least one year (^co n ­ 
stant labor will ba needed, after the time 
now provided by law for closing the sur­ 
vey and the cessation ot salaries, to corn­ 
e l . o r , to c o m p le te the distribution J 
ot the Ward and Smitu fund. I recommend, ^ 
publicat on of the report. 


119.25, of which $11,119.25 will be received 
trout counties, and the Balance of $31,990, 
they ask may be appropriated by the L eg­ 
islature. 
Attention is called to the overcrowded 
condition of the buildings, and it is very 
evident that unless in some way relieved 
provision must be made for more room. 
The managers estimate that with the lunds 
and material on hand and ao additional 
appropriation of $18,090, two additional 
buildings, with capacity to accommodate 
IOO boys, can be erected and furnished. 
I have no official report from the Mana­ 
gers of the Industrial School for Girls in 
Milwaukee, but I am able to say from per­ 
sonal knowledge, that the appropriation 
m ule last winter has been most judiciously 
and economically expended. 
The city of 
Milwaukee ha9 conveyed to the State a 
most eligible site, containing nearly nine 
acres, for tbe location of the institution 
aud a structure in every way adapted to 
its wants bas been erected thereon, and is 
now nearly or quito ready for occupancy 


DEPENDENT CHILDREN. 


There arc now in the Industrial Schoo 
for Boys about one hundred boys, sent 
thither, not because they have committee 
crime, or are incorrigible, but solely be­ 
cause they have no homes, and there Is no 
other place for them except the poor house 
It is not the beat policy to send such chil­ 
dren to an institution of that character 
Tho true place for them is in families; but 
for various reasons it seems difficult to find 
places for them from that school. 
For this class of children the State o 
Michigan has provided a distinct State 
school, which has been in operation nearly 
five years, and is accounted one ot their 
most successful charities. I should very 
reluctantly approve any measure looking 
to the creation of another {State institution 
in Wisconsin, requiring the present expen­ 
diture of any considerable sum of money, 
even for so worthy a purpose as the one 
now under consideration. 
It will be re­ 
membered, however, that ex-Governor C. 
U. Washburn, with most commendable 
liberality and philanthropic, last winter 
tendered to the State as a free gift, his 
elegant 
and commodious residence at 
Edgewood, near this city, and the grounds 
connected therewith, some fifty acres in 
extent, to be used as an industrial school 
or girls. In view of what had already 
been accomplished in this direction by an 
association of ladies in Milwaukee, and the 
reasonable expectation of the future success 
ot their plans, with very limited aid from 
the State, it was not deemed expedient to 
accept the generous offer for the specific 
purpose designated,.but a joint resolution 
was adopted accepting it tor that or such 
other purpose as might be approved by 
the donor, and I have been given to un­ 
derstand tnat if it shall be the pleasure of 
the State to accept this property and estab- 
ish there a school for dependent children, 
it Will be conveyed to the State for that 
aurpose. 
Believing that such an institution may 
be made the means of accomplishing great 
good, by rescuing tbe children for whom 
it would be designed from lives of idleness, 
pauperism and crime, and irom thus be­ 
coming the progenitors of long lines of 
paupers and criminals, and conceding tho 
necessity far the erection of additional 
buildings at Waukesha, unless that school 
can be in some way relieved, I commend 
the whole subject to your careful consider­ 
ation and wise judgment, and shall cheer­ 
fully co-operate with you In carrying for­ 
ward acy measure that may be determined 
upon. 


STATE PRISON. 
The number of convicts confined in tbe 
State Prison, September 30, 1878, was 346; 
the highest number during the year was 
360, and the average 337, an increase of 47 
oyer the average for the previous year 
The number received during the year was 
213, and the number discharged, including 
two deaths and one escape, was 157. The 
receipts from all sources were $76,743.10, 
aud the disbursements $C5,088.65. 
The 
estimated expenditures for the year ending 
September 30,1879, including the comple­ 
tion of work in the north cell room, are 
$51,738.15, The current earnings of the 
prisoners are about two-thirds of the cur­ 
rent expenses, but the deficiency will be 
supplied by collections on accounts of sales 
of chairs and wagons. 
You should not in any degree relax a 
proper legislative scrutiny into the man­ 
agement of the Prison, because it does not 
apply tor an appropriation. 
The recom­ 
mendations submitted by the directors and 
warden, should receive your early and at 
tentive consideration. 
Reflection, study, and personal observa­ 
tion, have led me to believe lo the expedi­ 
ency of a most radical change in tbe law 
relating to sentences. 
This is not the 
place, even if time would permit, to argue 
this question at length. 
Both the law and 
judges are too lenient in dealing with 
professional criminals. 
Many times the 
sentences pronounced in such cases, are 


therefore, the re-enactment of so much of 
the law as may bo necessary under the cir-* 
curastances now existing, and tho appro­ 
priation of the amount 
asked ‘for by the 
trustees iu their report. 
Wisconsin has appropriated from her 
State Treasury $333,100, to aid in the edu­ 
cation and support of her soldiers’orphans 
No money was eyer more cheerfully paid 
or more worthily applied.. 
It is not pro­ 
posed to c intinuo payments beyond the 
present year, and henceforth ibis noble 
charity will live only in history, and the 
hearts of the hundreds of fatherlesj child - 
reu who have been the recipients ot the 
bounty ot a grateful people. 
Toe report of tho trustees of the N orth­ 
ern Hospital for the insane shows that 727 
patients have been cared for at that insti­ 
tution at a cost of $146,319, inclusive of 
$32,707 50 expended for repairs and im­ 
provements. 
The average number of pa­ 
tients was 543, aud tho number 
under 
treatment at the close ot the year 550. The 
estimated expenses for tbe present year 
amount to $121,831, of which $47,339.40 
will be received from counties. 
The Wisconsin State Hospital for the In ­ 
sane has had a total 530 patients during the 
year, the average having been 330, aud tho 
number under treatment at the close of the 
year, 393. The expenditures have been 
$114,443.92, inclusive of $18,105.33 for re­ 
pairs and improvements. 
Tho estimates 
for the present year are $120,900, of which 
$37,152 13 will be received from counties. 
Milwaukee county has availed Itself of 
the provision of chapter 293 of the laws of 
1873,aud has under cantract aa asylum de­ 
signed to accommodate *250 patients. W ith 
this building completed, I anticipate that 
the pressure upon the State hospitals will 
bu so removed that most, if not all, of the 
insane in the State may be comfortably 
accommodated. 
The expenditures of the Institution for 
the Eiucation of tho Blind have been $19,- 
95) 97, including * $2,532.65 for completirg 
buildings and grounds, and house furnish­ 
ing. The average number of pupils in at­ 
tendance was 77, and the total during the 
year 90. Tne trustees ask aa appropriation 
ot $13,500 to enable them to meet the ex­ 
penses of the present year. 
An the Wisconsin Institute for the Edu­ 
cation of the Deaf and Dumb, 180 pupils 
were enrolled, aud the average number in 
attendance was 140. 
The expenditures 
were $29,522.45, and the trustees ask an ap­ 
propriation of $30,000 for the current year. 
Iu April last, various charges of' im­ 
moral aud corrupt conduct, on the part of 
trustees aud teachers connected with this 
institute, were brought to my attention, and 
it became necessary that an investigation 
into its management should be made. Ac­ 
cordingly, at tbe request of its board of 
trustees, who expressed a desire that a rig­ 
orous examination might be had by a dis­ 
interested and impartial tribunal, the State 
Board of Charities and Reform wa9 direct­ 
ed to make the invesitgation, and report 
the fads ot the case in tuil, as provided by 
law. 
The investigation wa3 made, and the re 
port thereof filed in the executive office 
July 8, 1873. 
It satisfactorily appears 
from a careful perusal of this report, that 
the investigation was both thorough and 
impartial, and that the gravest of 
the 
charges, including all those against the 
trustees, were proven to have been un­ 
founded. 
The general condition and management 
of the business and educational affairs of 
the institute were warmly, and as 4 believe, 
very justly commended. 
A copy of this report was furnished to 
the local board of trustees, who proceeded 
to make further inquiries into tho prem­ 
ises, and upon mature consideration, dis­ 
pensed with the further services of the 
the steward and reelected the superinten­ 
dent. The members of the board are gen­ 
tlemen of integrity and good judgment, 
who deservedly rank among our best citi­ 
zens. It seems to me, therefore, but pru­ 
dent to let time and experience determine 
whether In this matter they have acted 
wisely. la m fully persuaded that upon 
the first indication that the interests of the 
school are being jeopardized by any action 
of theirs, they will unhesitatingly’ modify 
it as the occasion may require. 
As required by law, I have visited ail 
State institutions during the past year and 
take great pleasure in saying th a t'I found 
them, each and all, in most excellent order 
and apparently answering tho ends for 
which they were established and are main­ 
tained. 
They are, without exception, a 
credit to tbe State and entitled to your 
continued confidence and liberal support. 
It will be conceded, I think, that the 
State of Wisconsin is doing a most noble 
and humane work for all its unfortunate 
classes; but there remains, and ever must 
remain, ample 
opportunity tor private 
charity and benevolence. It is as impos­ 
sible as it is undesirable, for the State to 
usurp the functions ot the citizen In this 
behalf; and, therefore, it is a source of last 
pride and tends to reassure our faith in 
civilization and human nature, to find that 
despite the large sutii9 paid into the public 
treasuries for these purposes, many most 
successful institutions tor the care and 
education of tho dependent and unfortu­ 
nate, aro maintained by private benefact 


FISH CULTURE. 
Tho appropriations heretofore made to 
facilitate the artificial propagation offish 
have been wisely expended in preliminary 
work, and the evidences that we may ex­ 
pect in due time to receive bountiful re­ 
turns therefrom, are beginning to be seen 
In nearly every part of the 8Late. The 
city of Milwaukee finds it necessary to use 
for its own purposes that portion of its 
water works building heretofore used by 
the State as a fish hatchery, and the com­ 
missioners recommend, in addition to the 
sum necessary for current expenses, an ap­ 
propriation for erecting a building to take 
the place of the premises they must soon 
vacate. 
REVISED STATUTES. 
The publication and distribution of4tho 
new revised statutes were attended with 
some unavoidable delays, but not to the 
serious inconvenience of the public. They 
are, I think, both in form and substance, 
creditable to tho State. Errors have un­ 
doubtedly intervene! which may need 
correcting, 
but I 
trust 
you will 
scrutinize with unusual care aff proposi­ 
tions for amendments or changes affecting 
the practice in courts, or the methods of 
procedure by administrative and executive 
officers. The people much desire stability 
in the law in these respects, and will gladly 
accommodate themselves to It as it now is. 


INSURANCE SUPERVISION. 
The creation of a separate department 
charged with the duty of collecting fees 
and taxes from Insurance companies, and 
supervising this important branch of busi­ 
ness in the interests and for the protection 
of the people, has resulted in very decided 
benefit to the State, and is looked upon 
with much fayor by all responsible and fair 
dealing companies. The Commissioner is 
devoting his best energies to the duties 
devolving upon him, and in the collection 
of back taxes and otherwise, is saving to 
State very considerable sums of money. 


RAILROADS. 
From the report of the Railroad Com­ 
missioner it appears that 91.7G miles of new 
railroad have been constructed during the 
i?ast year, making the total number of 
miles now in operation 2,834.50, including 
94.97 miles of narrow guage track. 
The 
total number of passengers carried was 
2,429,925; an increase of 476,697 over last 
year. The tons of freight carried were 
3,443,490, an increase of 414,190. 
Of the 
whole number of passengers carried only 
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COXTUflTEB FROM FIBST TAL*. 
two were killed and two injured-m ost 
gratifying evidence that all the roads are 
managed and operated with great care. 
The total absence of all serious complaints 
against railroads, shows most conclusively 
that our present law is well suited to the 
purposes tor which it was enacted, and 
under the watchful supervision of the 
Commissioner, is being faithfully obeyed 
SUPERIOR HARBOR. 
The adverse decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in the case of 
the State of Wisconsin against the city of 
Duluth, brought for the purpose of c*Dj lin­ 
ing the defendant from diverting the natu­ 
ral flow of water through the harbor at 
Superior aud out though the mouth of the 
St. Louis river, and thereby seriously in­ 
juring the harbor, imposes upon Wiscon­ 
sin the neces>ity of seeking redress and 
protection in Congress. 
Our Senators aud 
Representatives rn Congress will be vlgi 
lant in this behalf, but it may materially 
assist (hem. to adopt a legislative memorial 
briefly setting forth the facts, and asking 
that in the matter of appropriations to be 
made aud in the manner of expending 
them, the rights of Wisconsin lo have 
Superior harbor protected ami improved, 
may not be overlooked or ignored. 
STATE FUNDS. 
The provisions of sections 157 and 159 of 
the Revised Statutes, concerning the place 
of keeping the State funds, are not m har­ 
mony, and it is found difficult to determine 
the real purpose of the law. 
In practice 
it is f mud convenient, and by rnauy it is 
considered less hazardous, to keep a por­ 
tion o f the funds on deposit lo banks. 
It 
it snould be censidered that such practice 
is contrary to the intent of the law, I 
think it is due to the Treasurer and to all 
concerned, that such intent should be more 
definitely exprersed. 
PUBLIC LANDS. 
The rep >rt t f the Commissioners of 
Public Linds will give you all deeded in ­ 
formation in regard to the quantity and 
and condition of the lauds belonging to the 
State. 
The claim of the State for deficiencies in 
the school sections has been admitted to 
the extent of about 35,009 acres, and selec­ 
tions are bemg made therefor. 
The claim 
of the State to school an I swamp lands in 
Indian reservations is admitted al the De­ 
partment of the Interior, but the difficulties 
that might arise from permitting tue sale 
and occupancy of these lands, are consul, 
ered to be so grave that a formal approval 
of 
them 
to 
the 
State 
is 
with­ 
held. 
Meantime, 
legislation 
is 
sought 
from 
Congress 
authorizing 
the selection of lands without the reserva­ 
tions in lieu of those within them, and 
such legislation may be perfected during 
the present session of congress. 
Some expense has already been incurred 
in the selection of the school land in­ 
demnity, for expenses of the agent making 
the selection aud the tees ot the United 
States laud offices, aud I recommend the 
reenactm ent of the law authorizing the 
payment of such expenditures. 
VOLUNTARY ASSIGNMENTS. 
The repeal of the national bankrupt law, 
has brought into notice and use the pro­ 
visions ot our statute in reference to vol­ 
untary assignments for the benefit ot cred­ 
itors, aod has in some cases revived the old 
pract’ce oi 
making preferences among 
them. 
This feature of the law, or rather 
practice under it, was always repugnant to 
my sense ot justice, aud I call your atten­ 
tion to the subject, that the whole matter 
of the settlement of claims against insol­ 
vent debtors may be considered, and the 
law so amended, as best to protect the 
rights and interests of all concerned. 
CITY CHARTERS. 
The constitutional amendment prohibit­ 
ing the enacting of la A’s to incorporate any 
town or village, or to amend tho charter 
thereof has seemed greatly to multiply the 
demand for city charters. 
Practically the 
bills for these charters are prepared by a 
local committee, handed to the representa­ 
tive from the district in which the place Is 
located, introduced by him, passed in both 
houses and submitted to the governor, 
without reading, scrutiny, or care. 
Some­ 
times these bills are wisely drawn, but iu 
several instances last winter they were 
found to contain unwise and sometimes 
manifestly 
unconstitutional 
provisions, 
necessitating their recall for amendment. 
I fully appreciate the impossibility of giv­ 
ing proper attention, in an ordinary ses­ 
sion, to so many lengthy charters, and for 
that reason, and because the expense a t­ 
tending their preparation, passage, engros­ 
sing, enrolling and publication is excessive 
aud unnecessary, I recommend the enact­ 
ment of a general law tor the incorpora­ 
tion of cities, aud a persistent retusal, ex­ 
cept in extreme cases, to grant or amend 
special charters. 
A most desirable uni­ 
formity would thus be secured, gr^at ex ­ 
pense saved, and the time now devoted to 
such matters profitably occupied 
in per 
fecting other legislation. 
TRAM I f . 
The habit—I may say the crime—< t 
vagabondage is increasing iu.such unprece­ 
dented ratios as to demand most serious 
consideration at your 
hands during the 
present session. I have most profound 
respect and sympathy for the honest man 
who in good faitu travels from place to 
place in seared of employment, but modern 
tramps are not of this character. 
They 
have been thoroughly tried, and it is con­ 
clusively established that tue only thing 
they will not do, is lo work. 
The assessments these criminal parasites 
levy upon individuals aud communities 
nearly equal in value our whole blate lax, 
yet ibis la as nuthing compared with the 
fear an i mental 
suffering 
they 
enate 
among defenseless woolen and chlldien, 
and the murder , robberies and outrages, 
too brutal to be here named, bv them com­ 
mitted. 
It in the larger cities they are 
somewhat restrained by a vigilant police, 
in the villages and towns they have be­ 
come the daiiy dread and the nightly hor­ 
ror ol all well disposed persons. 
The little 
girl, on her way to or from 
school, the 
farmer’s wife, bu?y with household Cire?, 
the aged aud the lufirra. are alike the vic­ 
tims of their cowardly 
aud licentious 
violence. 
Whatever may be urged iu 
extenuation of other crimes and vices, the 
responsibility for this crime of vagabond­ 
age, which may now be justly Hid to 
include every crime known to law, is upon 
the individual, an J not upon society. 
In July last, a small army of these self­ 
made social outcasts ^turned their faces 
toward; Wisconsin, and their ad Vance guird, 
taking possession of railway trains, dictat­ 
ed 
the 
terms 
upon 
which 
they 
might 
proceed. 
It 
is 
impor­ 
tant 
that 
the 
term 3 
proposed 
were only that the invaders should be fur­ 
nished free transportation, for if that muc.j 
bad been conceded then, more would have 
been demanded next time. 
Fortunately 
the good judgment nod firm determination 
of the buptrintendent 
of the Madison 
division of the Chicago and Northwestern 
Railway, enabled the citizens of Beloit aud 
Madison to meet the issue v t lawlessness 
against law, Curly upon the merits, and 
with most satisfactory results, for the time 
being. 
The disease, however, is too viru­ 
lent and deep-seated to yield to the mild 
remedies provided for common vagrancy. 
It demands more vigorous treatment,! aud 
I therefore n.commend the enactment id a 
law clearly defining the crime of vagabond­ 
age, and proridmg for its summary aud 
severe punishment. 


MILITIA. 
The reports of the Adjutant and Quar­ 
termaster Generals will put you in posses­ 
sion of all the facts relative to the organi­ 
sation, strength, equipment, and expenses 
U p s ta te Militia. 
It presents bot a 
meager showing of |1,402 officers and men, 


organized into twenty-three independent 
companies. 
Some wiser provisions look­ 
ing to the greater stability of these com­ 
panies, were incorporated into the revis­ 
ion of the statutes, buut I am persuaded 
that our State Militia will not become 
what it ought to be, aud what we need to 
have it, until provision is made for battal­ 
ion and regimental organizations, and an 
cual encampments. 
I 
do not consider 
myself an alarmist, but in the present con 
diuon of society, it seems to me but the 
commonest dictate of ordinary prudence, 
that there should be at least one organized 
regiment of militia in a state as large and 
populous as Wisconsin. 
I commend to your attention, and most 
cordially approve, the recommendations of 
the Adjutant General relative to perfecting 
the military records of the State, and cop­ 
ying such portions as are becoming worn 
by use. 
Year by year these records are 
becoming more valuable, and the State 
owes to Us living soldiers and the surviv­ 
ing relatives o i the dead heroes, the duty 
of maintaining the official record of their 
services. 
AGRICULTURE. 
Under the provisions of chapter 200, laws 
of 1878, an attempt has been made to col­ 
lect the 
statistics of agriculture. The 
returns appear to have been defective in 
many cases, but a good beginning has 
been made, and we may hope to arrive at 
reasonable accuracy, perhaps this year. 
The tabulated reports show the following 
aggregates:

These statistics, inc >mplete as they are, 
fully justify ail that has been said or claimed 
for our agricultural interests, as being the 
leading aud by far most important industry 
ot the State, and indicate that the money 
appropriated to the 
Slate and county 
agricultural societies, which have done so 
much to foster and (levi lop our agriculture 
resources, has « rvcd a beneficial purpose. 
I see no good reason why the usual appro­ 
priation to the State society should not be 
made permanent. 
CONCLUSION. 
Although the limits to which I have 
deemed it expedient to condue myself in 
this communication, preclude allusion to 
many topics ot interest, and nave necessi­ 
tated the omission of several paragraphs 
prepared for insertion herein, I cannot for­ 
bear to congratulate you, that the United 
S’ates has resumed its normal relations to 
its own citizens, and the world at large, by 
payiog on demand all its matured obliga­ 
tions rn money curt cut wherever civiliza­ 
tion extends; that this has been accom­ 
plished without any unnatural contraction 
of the currency, or violent shock to the 
business interests of the people : that un­ 
der the healthy stimulus of assured stability 
in this respect, trade and cjmmerce are 
reviving, with exports largely in excess of 
im peria; aud that we may reasonably 
anticipate from this time forward, a sub­ 
stantial, healthy aud remunerative devel­ 
opment ct all branchi s u i business. 
I also congratulate you, that there is a 
growing public sentiment which demands 
that suffrage shall be actually as well as 
nominally free, in every State at every 
election precinct, and that the ballots thus 
cast and only these shall be counted—that 
intimidations before aud at elections, and 
frauds thereafter, shall cease. 
I regret, as every good citizen m ud re­ 
gret, that there is occasion for even a sus­ 
picion that in some ct the Slates recent 
elections have not 
been 
so conducted. 
Wisconsin will cheerfully yield complete 
deference to the freely expressed and fair­ 
ly ascertained will of the majority, b u b 
in State and National atFiirs ; but ber his­ 
tory is not without illustrations of her un­ 
yielding demand for a free ballot and a fair 
count. 
I sincerely hope that a returning 
S'nse of honor and patriotism will lead to 
practices in the future, which shall give us 
results worthy of complete confidence, to 
the end that we may be^in fact, as well as 
in name, a free, united, and happy peo­ 
ple.

The County Board continued and con­ 
cluded their deliberations to-day. Among 
the topics of interest discussed was the 
payment cf jurors and witnesses in the 
Circuit Court, there being rumore 
that 
money had been needlessly expended in 
this direction. 
The Clerk of the Court, 
Mr. A. W. Baldwin, appeared before the 
Board to-day, and presented somo facts in 
regard to the m atter, showing the folly of 
such rumor-, and a special committee, 
which had investigated the m atter,brought 
in a report, which revealed no ground for 
any such allegations, a n i the m atter was 
dropped with a recommendation that the 
letter and spirit of the statutes be closely 
followed. 
A committee who had looked over the 
condition of the jail, reported the drainage 
in fearful condition, and other repairs 
needed, and the Board appropriated $ OOO 
to make the ncccessary improvements. 
The Superintendents of the Poor report­ 
ed that 87 inmates had been provided for 
during 1878; eight had died; there were 
at the beginning of the year 41 males and 
20 females in the l\>or House, of whom 13 
were insane.
